German Persecutions 


According the lotest official returns 
Canada has“@vér 3,000 prisoners of war 
in Gertiany; this fact gives a discussion 
in the British Louse of Lords last week 
poignant interest for every Canadian, 
following many attacks upon the British 
managem@nt of this prisoners’ question. 
It is only tight to explain to the Canadian 
public what “the British Government's 
case really is. Why it is asked has so 
little been, in view of what a British 


the Archbishop of Canterbury called a 
profound and widespread anger provok 

ed by recent revelations, a feeling which 
the Primate declared was far more bitter 
than any caused by the enemy’s worst 
submarine and bombing outrages. 

Lord Newton declared emphatically 
that at the close of the war the British 
Government intended to follow the Ger- 
precedent in Rumania, of proceeding 
against culpable commandants of prison- 
ers’ camps. Careful lists of officers have 
been kept, and a large number of these 
brutal ruffiane will be held personally re- 
sponsible, 

When asked what about interim re- 
prisals, Lord Newton declared that noth- 
ing had been gained by reprisals, in the 
past, in the interests either of the British 
or French prisoners, British officers and 
men, who, having been themselves wi 
oners, were expert witnesses, generally 
depreciated the method of immediate re- 
prisals. Why, then, Lord Newton was 
asked, does the-Government at this late 
stage threaten reprisals? Because, he 
replied, the whole position is completely 
and absolutely altered. We now holt 
70,000 more able-bodied prisoners than 
Germany holds of ours. Moreover, the 
Germans now feel they are lpsing ; con- 
sequently, they may be expected to be less 
harsh in their methods, and more amen- 
able to the warnings of retribution. 

Another point made by Lord Newton 
was that much-vaunted French method 
of bandling the German authorities has, 
so far, resulted in the repatriation of only 


minister himself calls ‘‘Almost incredib\k 
barbarity.’’ 

In the treatment of British prisoners, 
especially in certain German camps, Lord 
Newton in stating the Government's case 
does not attempt to question the urgency 
of the matter, or to make light of what 
2,000 out of 150,000 French prisoners, due 


as soon as word is received from overseas 
that troops can be removed again to 
Canada. A complete general policy of 
demobilization was worked out by a com- 
mittee in England which took up the 
question with Sir Edward Kemp, Sir 
Arthur Currie and the military leaders. 
This committee’s plans were submitted to 
Ottawa and approved. Many of the de- 
tails as to the movement could not, of 
course, be worked-ovt-inti} it-was known 
just how long the troops would be requir- 
en in Europe, or how largé an army of 
occupation would. be. needed. These 
questions ate being taken'up with the 
authorities overseas, and as soon as word 
is seceived details ean be decided. 

Lieut,-Col.. Arthur Sullivan, a well- 
known Winnipeg lawyer before the war, 
who was a’ member of the ovéredas ‘com - 
mittee on demobilization, and was sent 
to Canada to consult the authorities here

Hun Has Ruined Historical Town] Fatherland Has No Leather or Sub- 
Ruthlessly stitute 


The citizens of Berlin have ‘been 
officially warned that they must pre- 
pare to do without boots. The sum- 
mer has passed its zenith. The chill 
autumn days will soon be with us. 
Winter itself is not far off. and Ber- 
lin in winter is a bleak and chilly 
city. To wander along Unter den 
Linden bootless on a real North Ger- 
man cold day will be more than an 
uncomfortable experience. The open 
confession that the fatherland has no 
leather and no leather substitutes is 
proof sufficient-of the effective result 
of the blockade, and, too, of the fact 
that, unless she can secure -overscas 
supplies, Germany will be industrially 
helpless after the war. There never 
was a time when England was so 
well shod as today. ere is a dra- 
matic demonstration of the meaning 
of sea power. 


GUARD BABY’S HEALTH 


After having been for months a 
storm centre in this summer's hurri- 
cane of war, and after many months 
of Hun possession, it is doubtful if 
much that was fine above Noyon re- 
mains unruined or, at any rate, un- 
damaged. And before the war the 
little town, with its population of 
about six thousand, possessed con- 
siderable that was fine, much that 
was ancient and historically most in- 
teresting. For instance, the Hotel de 
Villa—the town hall, as> we would 
call it— was a handsome edifice, built 
during the years from 1485 to 1523, It 
was commenced before Columbus 
crossed the Atlantic, and it was fin- 
ished twelve years before Jacques 
Cartier sailed up the St. Lawrence, 

The Cathedral, too, was a beauti- 
ful building in the Transition style of 
the twelfth century. It is associated 
with the memory of a man whose 
preaching and writings have  pro- 
foundly influenced the religious con- 
victions of millions of people. 

It was in this old town of Noyon, 
in Picardy, that John Calvin wae 
born on July 10, 1509. His father 
was procureur-fiscal of the district 
—the solicitor for thé revenue de- 
partment, a law officer of the crown. 
He was also secretary of the diocese. 
His three sons were “bred ecclesias- 
tics; and the reformer himself, while 
still only twelve years of age, was 
appointed to a chaplaincy in the 
Cathedral church of Noyon.”

oor feet. The swallow, an aerial 

ird, is an example, The chimney- 

swift has a tiny foot, but enormously 
developed wings, and if placed on a 
flat surface is unable to support it- 
self, All aquatic and terrestrial birds 
have excellent developed’ feet. The 
loon is so thoroughly aquatic that it 
cannot walk on land without the sup- 
port of its breast and wings. The sea 
snipe hag a foot especially fitted for 
swimming, and can be found a_ few 
hundred miles off the Atlantic coast 
in flocks of hundreds of thousands, 
perfectly at home in the water. 

The foot is generally related to the 
length of the neck, The famin 
wades out into the water, and is able 
to duck its head and secure its food 
| with the aid.of its particularly con- 
structed neck. In securing prey the 
foot also plays an important part. 
The great horned owl and the duck 
hawk have enormous grasping power 
in their claws.

Wood Substitute for Cotton 


Of Great Advantage in Present Emer- 
gency 


A paper mill at Neenah, Wis., is 
making a product which is likely to 
prove of advantage in the present 
emergency. It a substitute for 
absorbent cotton, made from ground 
wood, It is baag turned out at the 
rate of three or four tons a dey, 
advantages are claimed for it, in the 
fact that it can be applied directly 
to open wounds, and also the cheap- 
ness with which it can be manufac- 
tured and sold. It appears in the form 
in which cotton batting is usually 
produced, except that the ground 
wood is spun or rolled out upon the 
machines, in the form of sheets of 
the purest white, of gossamer thin- 
ness and of such lightness in pro- 
portion to its bulk that four thous- 
and pounds can be loaded in the or- 
dinary freight car. Layer upon layer 
of these sheets are placed one upon 
the other, simulating very closely the 
appedrance of the cotton product.

GREAT INDIAN EMPIRE WILL BE SECOND CANADA 


Britain, Not Satisfied With ‘What She Has Done for India, is Hard 
At Work Upon the Difficalt Problem of Giving the People a 


Greater Measure of Self-Government 


Great Britain is hard at work, in 
spite of her gigantic war operations, 
upon the difficult problem of giving 
India a greater measure of self-gov- 
ernment. 

There are 315,000,000 people con- 
cerned, more than three times the 
population of the United States, 
nearly forty times over the population 
of Canada. 

Great feudal lords, under the suzer- 
ainty of Britain have well established 
rights there. The caste system is 
dead against the idea of the equality 


of men on election day, which our 
democracy teaches. Only a_ small 
proportion are Christian, and care 


much for what we mean by modern 
civilization. 

Instead of olden time inter-tribal 
war, which was incessant; widow- 
burning as a réligious rite; girl-baby 
sacrificing as a recognized thing; 
drowning the aged in sacred rivers 
asa filial duty; robbery as a fine 
art to be encouraged in the public 
welfare, Britain has brought peace, 
mercy, justice, quictude to India. 

And the Indians are grateful and 
satisfied, as was speedily shown at 
the outbreak of war, when such a 
prodigal outlay of men, money and 
ancient treasure was laid at the foot 
of the empire’s throne, as even that 
A country had never dreamt of 

efore. 

Britain is not satisfied with what 
she has done for India, however. She 
wants her great eastern empire to 
enjoy all the blessings modernity has 
brought to western nations. 

The Right Honorable Edwin 
Samuel Montagu, secretary of state 
for India in the British cabinet, has 

reat plans for India’s future. And 
or his model state he looks across 
seas to our own Dominion. 

“Look at Canada,” he says. “There 
you see the fulfilment of the purposes 
of our empire. The fact that the 
people in Canada are subjects of the 

ing is a source of inspiration to 
them, and not a handicap on _ their 
freedom. Their. loyalty, and self- 
sacrifice in this war prove beyond 
question that they have been and 
are satisfied with their relationship 
to the British empire. 

“We believe that a similar result 
ean be achieved in India, and that 
in spite of differences in race. In- 
dians and Europeans can and will co- 
operate with each other in the great 
work that lies before them in India. 
We recognize that the difficulties are 
enormous, for no person can say rea- 
sonably that India is yet ready for 
the measure of self-government ex- 
isting now in Canada. 

“In India there are still, unfortu- 
nately, nearly 300,000,000 people who 
can neither. read nor write. There 
are differences in religion and caste 
which make common action on  na- 
tional lines difficult, and prejudices 
must be overcome before India can 
attain to the full status of nation- 
hood. 

“Still, experience has shown that 
with the spread of education preju- 
dices disappear, and religious cleay- 
age becomes less potent, and the 
more this process continues the 
sooner will India achieve the spirit of 
unity that characterizes the great 
self-governing dominions.” 

No greater compliment has * 
been paid to our country’s govern- 
mental” system, and _ social status, 
than to set it before the eyes of the 
world, as something to be imitated in 
the re-formation of the vast series of 
kingdoms and races which make up 
our East Indian possessions.

A wounded officer describes the 
novel way in which a small party of 
surprised Highlanders met an unex- 
pected enemy attack, 

“The Germans got further into the 
trenches,” he writes. “So far, indeed, 
that they surprised a party of High- 
landers in the peaceful occupation of 
porridge-making for a section due for 
night duty. The porridge-makers 
had no time to scize weapons, — In- 
Stead they seized their precious pot 
of porridge and flung it in the face 
of the advancing foe. There were 
yells of rage as the scalding por- 
ridge fell among the soldiers of the 
kaiser. One of the funniest sights 
of the whole war, I am told, was 
to see a German officer trying to 
look dignified before his men in a 
uniform covered with porridge. The 
method of repelling the attack was 
novel, but effective. It was more 
deadly than liquid fire, I fancy, for it 
put an end to the attack in that 
quarter. 

“When we relieved the Highland 
porridge-makers we found them in a 
terrible funk, they didn’t mind fac- 
ing the worst attack the enemy could 
make, but they were quaking at the 
Prospect of explaining to hungry 
comrades what had happened to the. 
porridge. I tried to console the man 
with whom this brainy idea. origin- 
ated by telling him he ought to have 
the V.C. He would have none of my 
consolation. ‘That may be,’ he ans- 
wered, ‘but what aboot Wee Jock 
——’s paritch? He'll hammer hell out 
o’ me when he comes back and finds 
it’s a’ wasted on they German 
devils!’”’

Enslaved Belgium 
Forced Labor Is Applied More Ruth- 
lessly Than Ever 


From a letter of protest addressed 
lately by the Belgian deputies and 
senators to the German governor- 

eneral in .Belgium it appears that 
orced labor is applied more ruth- 
P rea than ever to the civil popula- 
tion. 

“Thousands. of men in the pro- 
vinces of Flanders, Hainaut, and Lux- 
emburg have been torn from their 
homes and deported to Northern 
France, to a zone exposed to bom- 
bardments and air raids.” Many have 
had no-_leave for 15 or 16 months. 
The-regime is so bad that the ma- 
jority have died from exhaustion and 
privation or been sent to liospital in- 
valided for life. 

Two hundred and sixty-five young 
boys from Mons (whose names, ages 
and schools are quoted in a list an- 
nexed to the letter) are at present 
unloading trucks in France, 10 miles 
behind the front. These, all under 
16, some scarcely 11 or 12 years of 
age, are obliged to do the work of 
strong laborers. 

At one time 250 men over fifty 
years of ms were taken in the same 
district. hey remained locked up 
in. cattle trucks without food for 
twenty-four hours in bitter cold.

Capt. Maddon Lures Boche Plane to 
Some Enemy Drome 

With forty-one official victories to 
his credit, which in the French ser- 
vice signifies that he has brought 
down probably double that number, 
Capt. Maddon, the second French 
ace, is reputed to have the most uni- 
que tactics, and for adroit manocuy- 
ring is said to be second only to the 
first French ace, Rene Fonck. 

Maddon has formed the habit of 
taking occasional holidays far over 
the German lines. His _ particular 
hobby is to settle near some enemy 
airdrome, to play around it for a 
time until he has aroused his boche 
adversaries. They start after him, 
thinking that he has been brought 
there by engine trouble, and just at 
the moment when they are ready to 
pounce upon him he showers them 
with a load of incendiary bullets 
from his machine guns, 

This method has succeeded. again 
and again in forcing boche aviators 
down, either willingly or by force of 
gravitation. It is said that his record 
of forty-one victories was made pos- 
sible largely by these tactics.

Sweetening It 


| On top of the news of short sugar 
rationS*tomes the welcome arinounce- | 


uj ment by the food administration that 


siigar can be sweetened.. As a war 


‘/measure it is possible to increase the 


sweetness of sugar to almost one- 
third of its normal sweetening pow- 
er, the administration says. 

The discovery has been made by 
J. J.. Willaman, a member of the Min- 
nesota division of the American 
Chemical Company, who has achiev- 
ed the seemingly impossible, aad 
who has made it possible for any 
woman to make her sugar supply go 
farther by a very simple process. 

When cane sugar is subjected to a 
certain chemical change it is conver- 
ted into what is known as invert sug- 
ar, which, weight for weight, is about 
30 per cent. sweeter than cane sugar; 
thus, 100 pounds of cane sugar makes 
a little more than 105 pounds of in- 
vert sugar, which has the same 
sweetening power as 135 pounds of 
cane sugar. The economy in sweet- 
ening is readily apparent, although 
the invert sugar has no more food 
value than the cane sugar. 

The making of invert sugar is a 
very simple matter, and, in fact, it 
takes place to some extent in the 
making of jelly. Any housewife can 
readily follow this recipe for making 
invert sugar syrup: To ten pounds of 
granulated sugar add 4% pints of 
water and one-fifth ounce of tartaric 
acid, which can be obtained at any 
drug store. Boil slowly in a covered 
kettle for from thirty to thirty-five 
minutes. If boiled longer, the syrup 
begins to darken and develop a eatin 
like corn syrup. 

This syrup can be used for sweet- 
ening all sorts of ‘cooked fruits, 
cereals, ice cream, etc., although it 
may not be relished in coffee. 

It must be borne in mind in using 
this syrup that it must be substituted 
for granulated sugar weight for 
weight and not volume for volume, 
since about three-fourths of a cup of 
syrup is equal to about one full cup 
of sugar. The only objection to. in- 
verted sugar.is that it cannot be ob- 
tained in dry form.

There is 
no enemy in sight—nothing but rag- 
ged tangles of barbed . wire, — shell 
holes, tumbled and torn ground with 
an occasional pitiful heap of

Man's Land. The infantry seldom 
see whom théy are shooting at. The 
artillerymen never seg their targets. 
They sight the guns by mathematics 
at the behest of air men who give 
signals as they go weavmg figure 
cights through the air. Most of the 
generals do not ride horseback at all. 
When they are fighting a battle, they 
sit in an office with an oilcloth map 
upon which two draftsmen are at 
work with water color paints, laying 
in the changing positions of the 
troops. ‘There is a new and terrible 
mystery to it. Shells come from no- 
where and snuff out your life. 

1 met imany officers and men in 
the British army who had~been se- 
verely wounded and sent back home 
to drag out the rest of their lives as 
semi-invalids, who had never scen a 
German soldier. 1 met battery cap- 
tains whose mighty guns had won 
great victories and who were, in fact, 
the mainstay of the army, but they 
had never seen what they were shoot- 
ing at and had never seen their own 
victorious shell strike. All they 
knew about it was a voice that came 
to them over the telephone repeat- 
ing certain mathematical formulae by 
which they adjusted the range of 
their guns. They began shooting 
when they were ordered and they 
stopped when they were told to. The 
whole west front is like a terrible 
factory of death. 

As I have said, the actual ‘front 
line trenches are less interesting, al- 
though more dangerous than the por- 
tion of the line, four ofr five miles 
hack. As you go back from the 
front line trenches, especially during 
«a battle, the scene becomes more ac- 
tive. You are then with the guns. 
The work of these guns is a terrific 
spectacle. I was permitted to use one 
of the batteries as a setting for one 
of the scenes in “Hearts of the 
World.” There have been pictures 
whose promoters boasted. that the 
settings had cost a million dollars. 
The settings for this picture would 
be cheap at a billion. In the artillery 
attack that I spoke of we saw thirty- 
six guns standing wheel to wheel, 
roaring out shrapnel and explosive 
shells. 

No war ever fought has seen any- 
thing to approach the intensity of ar- 
tillery fire seen on the British west 
front in Flanders. 

All the artillery fire is controlled 
from the reports of the air men. The 
aeroplane scouts have a signal that 
corresponds to the $.O.S. signal at 
sea. It means that every gun in that 
particular sector is to concentrate its 
fire upon a given point. As showing 
the intensity of the fire and the stu- 
pendous concentration of: heavy fire, 
{ was told the following instance:

Aminunition wagons and ammunition 
mules are hurrying to the front, _ 

Motorcycle messengers are whirl- 
ing by like wind. Wagon trains 
sometimes camouflaged with rows o 
saplings fastened to their sides, are 
plodding their way along, looking like 
u°moving forest of young trees. 

Back there it looks like a real bat- 
tle. This effect is heightened by the 
fact that the German attentions by 
day to attempt to locate and des- 
troy the concentrated British batter- 
ics.

Plague of the Trenches 


They are a Constant Torment to the 
Soldier . 


A brigade runner caine along the 
communication trench to battalion 
headquarters and handed the adjufant 
a déspatch marked “Urgent.” The ad- 
jutant opened it, burst out laughing, 
and passed it on to the medical off. 
cer, It read like a Bairnsfather joke: 

O.C.—Bn, You will render a Re- 
turn of Rats in your sector imimedi- 
ately, ——~Bde, P 

There was meaning in it, however, 
for at that time—some two years ago 
—it was thought that the Germans 
were inoculating the trench rats in 
order to spread disease in our lines, 

Whether this was so we never re- 
ally ascertained; but at any rate, 
thanks to-modern medical science, 
there has been little or no disease 
spread among our troops by the tens 
of thousands of rats that have dug 
themselves in among the billets and 
trenches in France and Flanders, 

Rats thrive well and multiply rap- 
idly in the trenches. Alas, tlrey never 
go scarce of food! One thinks with 
a shudder of their loathsome feasts 
and impish gambols among the un- 
buried dead of No Man's Land. 

A constant torment to the soldiers, 
they steal his rations, disturb his 
rest, ruin his harness and spitefully 
bite him when he offers resistance. 
Unless properly attended to a rat 
bite ofteh results in a nasty septic 
wound. Their favorite tit-bits is the 
lobe of the ear, 

In billets also they are ever pres- 
ent, though it is some satisfaction to 
know that here they are on a differ- 
ent diet. If you waken in the night 
on your bed of damp straw in some 
old barn or ruin, their beady eyes 
pecr out of the darkness as though 
in gleeful anticipation of a feast. 

They may have nibbled holes in 
your socks by morning, or lined their 
nests with leaves from your  pay- 
book, or carried off your false teeth 
if you were foolish enough to take 
them out before falling asleep. They 
are bold and audacious. They have 
even been known to knéck down a 
lighted candle and carry it off, leav- 
ing the surprised “poker” party in in- 
dignant amazement. - 

An active warfare is. continually 
being waged against these pests. Fer- 
rets, terriers, poison, and traps, all 
take their daily toll; but there is no- 
thing so ¢ffective as a gas attack. 
After the trenches have been 
drenched with gas they are gencrally 
clear of rats for some time to come, 

Sonictimes the soldicr gets an op- 
portunity for a very satisfying re- 
venge. He leans with his back against 
the parapet and steadfastly watches 
a rat hole in front of him. In course 
of time a sniffling, be-whiskered nose 
appears. He lunges forward, catches 
it on the point of the bayonet, and, 
thinking of all the torments rats have 
caused him, gives. hima vindictive 
pull at the trigger. 


Poorer Sub. Torpedoes 


Scarcity of Raw Material Compels 
Germany to Weaken Torpedoes 
The Germans, in their extremity to 

make their raw materials for muni- 
tions go as far as possible, have 
stripped their torpedoes until they 
are bare as skeletons compared to the 
former efficient mechanisms. 

It seems that the idea of the Ger- 
mans is to gain the highest possible 
explosive power and to eliminate the 
delicate and expensive propelling 
and steering apparatus. ‘This has 
been done at the cost of accuracy 
and range of fire, and at the same 
time enhances the danger to the U- 
boats by forcing them much closer 
to their target than would be neces- 
sary if the old types of torpedoes 
were used, But it has resulted in a 

reat savjng of copper and _ brass, 
aid doubtless has facilitated quantity 
production, 

Under normal conditions a torpedo 
should be effective at 2,000 yards 
or more, but the Germans now sel- 
dom fire from more than 500 yards, 
and when they believe they are com- 
paratively safe they approach. much 
nearer than that to thelr intended 
victim. At close range the stripped 
torpedo is practically as effective as 
the more complete types, but the 
fact remains that the Germans have 
forced their submarine commanders 
to pay in danger for what they have 
saved by producing an inferior tor- 
pedo.

‘French Soldier _ 
Is a Stoic 


There Is No Greater Patriot in the 


World 

I rode into Paris with a very pret- 
ty niirse in the uniform of the French 
Red Cross. She sat opposite me in 
the ditiing car, and after the soup 
course I decided this was the oppor- 
tunity to unpack my trick French and 
see if it was in working order, I 
unshipped “Bon jour, mademoisselle. 
Voulez vous sel ct poivre?” She smil- 
ed like a summer sunrise and we 
were close friends at once. 

But she wasn’t French, She was 
English, a London girl who had 
taught school from the time she was 
out of college. Some French countess 
living in England had given her 
French chateau to the French Red 
Cross for a hospital on the under- 
standing that the nurses would be 
English. The chateau is in a roman- 
tic part of Southern France. “There 
was difficulty in getting the nurses 
until my friend of the dining car vol- 
unteered and six of her friends join- 
ed her, 

The explanations were brief. Most 
of the. time was taken up in eulogies 
of the patience and endurance of the 
wounded French soldier. - 

“Iam positive the English and the 
American’ soldier would not put 
with the discomforts of a . Fre 
hospital,” she said.” “Whether 
Anglo-Saxons lack the spirit or the 
physical strength of the poilu is a 
question. 

“A British hospital is palace 
compared with a French hospital. 
Tommy has everything he needs and 
wants. The British population is 
denied jams, fruits and other com- 
forts in order that the British wound- 
ed may have them. The rule is just 
the other way with the French. 

“These wonderful poilus lie in their 
beds with never a whimper. Their 
doctors are inclined to be a bit cruel, 
possibly on account of the. stoicism 
of the men. The wounded — never 
have visitors. No effort is made to 
supply them with reading matter. 
Their hospitals are ordinarily isolat- 
ed, being #WaP from towns of any 
size, 4nstead of being petted, they 
seein only to be tolerated. 

“IT know enough of British hospitals 
to assert that the wounded British 
would organize a violent protest if 
they had to undergo any of\the pri- 
vations of the French, who never 
say a word. | Even if they lacked 
flowers, with which the British hos- 
pitals are loaded, I am sure the Tom- 
mies would consider that they had a 
just cause for complaint. The French 
only sce flowers when a native by 
chance happens to pass a window 
with a bouquet. 

“But, oh, their gnagnificent — spirit! 
You go to them with at inquiry to 
see if you can do anything for them. 
You know they are in pain. They 
only smile at you and say they are 
content. Most of them consider they 
are very fortunate in being in a hos- 
pital with women nurses, for so 
many of the French wounded are 
nursed by men, The only’ French 
women nurses are those of. the aris- 
tocracy and the peasant class. The 
middle class, which supplies most of 
the British nurses, is not represented 
in France. : 

“In a way this is a great pity; but 
it has served to show to us who are 
daily associated with the maimed sol- 
diers of the great French republic, of 
what amazing stuff the pouli is made. 
There is no greater patriot in tl 
world. His beautiful France is invad- 
ed and suffering. He feels that it is 
not for him to moan and complain, 
He remains silent and half smiling, 
though in intense pain, not sufiicient- 
ly attended and without the ordinary 
Aivcrsioge that British and.Americans 
shower upon their heroes.”—G.T,B,

Fighting Gas With Smoke 


Barrage Causes Dangerous Fumes 
to Pass Over Trenches 


The allies and the Germans have 
given considerable attention to 
smoke-clouds, and methods for pro- 
ducing them quickly and efficientl 
are now. highly developed. Bot 
sides make use of a large variety of 
smoke products, ranging all the way 
from simple hand-cartridges of the 
Tumigene type of the French army 
to the smoke-shells and the elabor- 
ate smoke generators. Smoke-clouds 
can be produced in the space of a few 
minutes, affording an effective screen 
for artillery and troop’ movements. 
During a poisonous gas attack smoke 
is employed to ward off the fumes. 
Being considerably heavier than the 
poisonous gases generally employed, 
a barrage of smoke causes the dan- 
gerous fumes to pass over trenches 
and dugouts and to dissipate them- 
selves in the higher regions. From 
the reports now coming back it ap-
